DPD, .E. Black, the first witness cal- 
led, in giving evidence stated that he 


was expecting a diamond about May 
31, which he had ordered from Hulin 
and company, wholesale diamond 
merchants of London, England. The 
stone ordered was a blue white dia- 
mond to weigh 1 karat and 1 . 
and its value would be $200, or in 
English coin. 41 pounds, 65 shillings. 
He had received an invoice of the 
diamond but the stone never reached 
him. 

Asked if he had complained to the 
customs department, witness said that 
he had on several occasions. He had 
also written to the shippers about the 


loss of the stone, Asked if the stone 
produced in court would compare 
with the one he ordered, Mr. Black 


replied that if the diamond produced 
was perfect it would do so. Witness 
knew Senley and had had _ business 
dealings with him, selling him a dia- 
mond ring 


last May for the sum of 

$80, the weight of this stone being 
1-2 karat 

Under cross-examination witness 

could not swear that the stone order- 


ed had ever been shipped, or that it 
had reached Calgary. 

A. M. Keyes, the proprietor of the 
King George pool room, was then cal- 
led, and testified to buving a diamona 


ring from Poloski, paying him $160 
for it. He had never dealt with Pol- 
oski before, nor could he say that 


the diamond he bought was a perfect 
stone, ° 

Frank Stratton, a watch repairer, 
employed by Poloski, gave evidence 
testifying to Sealey having brought a 
diamoond to Poloski to be reset. This 
was done three times, the work being 
given out by Poloski to a jeweller 
named Phipps. 

Witness also stated that Sealey 
the use of a drawer in Poloski's fe, 
of which he (Sealey) kept the key 
Witness could not say what was kept 
in this drawer but he thought that 
Senley kept real estate papers in it.

GOVERNMENT WILL HELP, 


The Dominion government will 
help out the homesteaders jn the pro- 
Vince this year Who suffered ag a re- 
sult of the drought last summer. Such 
information was learned from J. 
Bruce Walker, commissioner for im- 
migration for Canada, while he was 
in Calgary seyeral days ago. 

“Owing to drought last year in the 
sOuth, the crops Were poor in some 
Places. A great many new settlers 
who have been obliged to feed them- 
selves and provide for their stock, 
find a difficulty in getting seed for 
the coming year, In ali cases where 
a homesteader is in financial diffi- 
culty, and where he is @ homesteader 
on unpatented lands, the interfor de- 
partment has decided to assist him 
by providing the necessary supply of 
heat and oats, 

“This will only be given to home- 
Steaders who have entries prior to 
the first of July, 1910. The distribu- 
tion of seed will take place in South- 


ern Alberta, from guch places ‘as 
Warner, Coutts, Taber, Lethbridge, 
Winnipeg, Bow Island, Burdett, 
Medicine Hat and Irvine. 
Continuing, Mr. Walker said: 
“It was originally intended  -that 
this distribution should take place 


about Feb, 30, but owing to the suc.
